REFORM DIFFICULTIES. 


AFTER an unusually serene twelvemonth in 
the booktrade, so far as the activity of the 
underseller was concerned, the situation in 
New York City was disturbed over the offer 
made on October 26 by the book department 
of the Simpson-Crawford Company, to sell 
“the newest novels at seventy-nine cents, for 
Monday only.” This move, it is understood, 
was prompted not by dissatisfaction with 
prices, or with the net system, but, as alleged, 
because the American Publishers’ Association 
did not prevent Macy’s from underselling, or 
offering to undersell. 

While this break is annoying—any break, 
for that matter, is to be regretted—it is not 
necessarily discouraging, especially in view of 
the fact that the larger department stores, 
and the retail trade in general, are assuring 
the trade of their loyalty. We believe that 
the move is a most serious and unfortu- 
nate error on the part of the concern mak- 
ing the break, and one that will prove more 
hurtful to them in the future than they may 
now perceive, especially if it is the serious 
Purpose of this house to establish and main- 
‘ain a live book department in connection 
with their business. The department stores 


in this country that maintain a reasonably 
fair stock of books throughout the year and 
that secure the prevailing prices on copy- 
right books daily prove the baselessness of 
the contention that a department store can- 
net sell books at net prices and secure a profit 
in following such a rule. For this reason, 
and for the further reason that any announce- 
ment of the character of the one made on 
Monday last is, to say the least, on the lines 
of unfair competition, we are convinced that 
the house in question can conserve its in- 
terest best by maintaining regular prices. 


For some time, two mail order houses, not- 
withstanding their protests to the contrary, 
have taken advantage of the populistic anti. 
trust laws to break their agreements with thy 
members of the American Publishers’ Ass 
ciation, and have supplied the underseller» 
with liberal quantities of stock. While the 
legal obstacles make the situation in Illinois 
slightly more complex than elsewhere, these 
obstacles are not thought to be insurmounta- 
ble, and the Publishers’ Association is in con- 
sultation to devise ways and means that will 
bring relief. In the meantime it rests with 
the trade individually—retailers as well as 
publishers—to protect themselves against this 
iorm of “predatory competition.” 


In its anxiety over these untoward occur- 
ences, the trade may take comfort in two 
recent events: The one is that the motion of 
the American Publishers’ Association for 
leave to go directly to the Court of Appeals 
on the demurrer from the decision in the 
Macy case, has been granted by the Appellate 
Division without terms, There is no reason, 
therefore, why the question should not be be- 
fore the Court of Appeals by the first week 
in January next. 

Another event that may encourage the hold 
ers of copyrights, is the recent decision by the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals, sit- 
ting in Chicago, on the question of price 
agreements existing between manufacturers 
and retail dealers. The case was that of the 
Victor Talking Machine Company versus The 
Fair, a large department store in Chicago. 
The question before the court was whether 
The Fair, buying graphophones from a jobber, 
with notice affixed thereon that they were 
not to be sold at a less price than stated in 
the notice, could sell these instruments at a 
cut price. The court decided that The Fair 
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had no right to cut the price and could be 
enjoined from so doing. 

The language of the court which is said to 
cover the matter, according to newspaper re- 
port, to which we are obiiged to refer in the 
absence of an official report, which we expect 
to quote in a future issue, is as follows: 


“The owner of a patent who manufactures 
and sells the patented article may reserve to 
himself, as an ungranted part of his monop- 
oly, the right to fix and control the prices at 
which jobbers or dealers buying from him 
may sell to the public, and a dealer who buys 
from a jobber with knowledge of such reser- 
vation, and resells in violation of it, is an 
infringer of the patent. 

“Without applying to the Patent Office one 
may make and use and sell the device that 
embodies his invention. That is his natural 
right. All the Government can and does 
grant him (the patentee) is the right to ex- 
clude others from practicing his invention 
without his consent. Within his domain, the 
patentee is czar. The people must take the 
invention on the terms he dictates or let it 
alone for seventeen years. This is a neces- 
sity from the nature of the grant. Cries of 
restraint of trade and impairment of the free- 
dom of sales are unavailing, because for the 
promotion of the useful arts the Constitution 
and statutes authorize this very monopoly.” 


If this report correctly represents the atti- 
tude of the court, the inference, naturally, is 
that if the Constitution and statutes in grant- 
ing a monopoly to a patentee confer such ab- 
solute rights “for the promotion of the useful 
arts,” it must follow that the same absolute 
rights must be accorded to the holder of a 
monopoly in copyright, for the promotion of 
the liberal arts. Should the Federal Courts 
maintain this view the worries of the book- 


seller would then be at an end for some time 
to come. 





A PORTFOLIO NOT A BOOK. 


A DECISION of some interest to importers 
of foreign illustrated publications was hand- 
ed down by United States General Appraiser 
Fischer, in New York, on October 23. It 
concerned the appeal of Pitt & Scott, Lim- 
ited, against the assessment of 25 per cent. 
duty on a publication known as “Kunst- 
schatze aus Tirol,” which the importers 
claimed should be admitted free of duty as 
“a book printed exclusively in a language 
other than English.” 

The publication consists of a portfolio of 
pictures of the interiors of old houses in the 
Tyrol and five or six pages of an index tell- 
ing what the pictures are. The evidence ad- 
duced showed that it was used by architects, 
designers, and decorators to furnish sugges- 
tions for their work and that the printed 
matter was not essential to the value of the 
plates. Mr. Fischer decided that it could 
not be considered a book in the meaning of 
the law, and overruled the protest. 


NEW YORK BOOKSELLERS UPHOL)p 
REFORM. 


A MEETING of the association of The Book. 
sellers of New York was held on the evening 
of October 30, at Brentano’s store, with Mr 
Simon Brentano as chairman. There were 
present twenty-five representatives of the 
leading houses, including Dodd, Mead & Co. 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons, E. P. Dutton & Co.. W 
A. Jenkins, C. S. Pratt, E. S. Gorham, S. F. 
McLean, F. E. Grant, Mrs. M. J. Whaley, 
Isaac Mendoza and others. Representatives 
of Siegel, Cooper & Co., John Wanamaker, 
and Koch & Co. were also present, though 


not acting for their houses in an official 
capacity. 

The meeting was largely taken up in the 
drafting and discussing of the resolutions 
given below. Every member present, par- 
ticularly the representatives of the department 
stores, expressed themselves unqualifiedly in 
support of the net system. The manager of 
one of the department stores thought he 
voiced the sentiment of every one of his col 
leagues when he asserted that they had never 
sold more books or done more profitable busi- 
ness than during the past year, and that he 
was ready for even an’ extended period of 
restricting the prices on net books. 

A committee consisting of Charles A 
Burkhardt, of E. P. Dutton & Co.; S. Avery. 
of Dodd, Mead & Co.; Colonel Ammon, of 
Ammon & Mackel; F. E. Grant and Charles 
S. Pratt, presented the following resolutions, 
which were unanimously adopted: 


Whereas on Monday, October 26th, 1903, a cet 
tain house in the City of New York through adver- 
tisements appearing in the local newspapers of that 
date, offered for sale at retail a number of recently 
published and copyrighted books at the price of 79 c. 

And Wuenreas said price is less than that at whic! 
the majority of such books can be purchased at 
wholesale, 

And Wuenreas the offering for sale and the selling 
of such said books at a price less than actual cost 
thereof is misleading to the retail trade, and incu! 
cates in the minds of retail buyers the idea that a! 
books as published can be bought at these and su) 
stantially similar prices, 

And Wuekreas it is within the knowledge of thos: 
engaged in bookselling at retail that books cannot b 
sold at cost prices thereof to the public, or offere:| 
for sale at such prices without actual loss to tl: 
merchant thus selling, as well as to the actual loss 
and detriment of those engaged in the same business, 
_ And Wuenreas it appears that the offering and sel! 
ing of such books at such or substantially simila 
prices, as already mentioned, is an act manifestly i 
jurious to the retail booktrade at large, 

And Whereas it seems from past experience 
safe conclusion to argue that the offering and selling 
of books in this manner is in itself complete evidenc: 
that a concern so offering and selling does not pro. 
pose to inaugurate or foster the business of reta! 
bookselling as an enduring business. 

And Whereas the past experience of the reta! 
book business has invariably shown that such offering 
and selling of books are of direct loss and detriment 
to a sound and safe interest of retail bookselling, 

Be it Resolved that this Association deprecates th: 
offering for sale or selling any book at retail, at cost 
price, or at prices less than those which should fair!) 
prevail in safe merchandising; ’ 

Resolved that in view of the reasonable and im 
proving conditions which exist in retail booksellins 
generally in securing reasonable prices at retail, that 
any act or acts which can jeopardize the measure 0! 
success achieved, should be resolutely fought; 

Resolved that this Assocation recognizes that the 
American Publishers’ Association has on the whole 
caused an improved condition in retail bookselling 
during the time of its existence, and that this Asso- 
ciation earnestly urges upon the American Publish- 
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ers’ Association its wishes that the said Association 
shall uphold its present policy as to the maintenance 
of minimum retail prices; 

Resolved that the publishers of the United States 
as individual concerns, and irrespective of any or- 
ganization which may exist between them, are urged 
to refrain from selling or supplying their respective 
publications to any dealer anywhere, who will offer 
or sell goods at cost or at such price generally which 
are indicative of his purpose to inject unfair or ruin- 
ous competition in the business of retail bookselling. 





PUBLISHING AND BOOKSELLING IN 
JAPAN. 


TEISABARO YAMADA, a director of the Im- 
perial Publishing Company of Tokyo, recent- 
ly delivered an interesting address on pub- 
lishing and bookselling in Japan before the 
Societé Frangaise et Japanaise, in Paris, from 
which we extract the following as translated 
for The Anglo-Japanese Gazette: 

After a brief retrospect of the conditions of 
the printing business in Japan in the days of 
feudalism and the many obstacles, such as the 
use of wooden type joined with hand-printing, 
that helped to retard its development, Mr. 
Yamada referred to the great changes which 
have been brought about by the opening of 
Japan to foreigners, and also by the influence 
exercised by Japanese after returning from 
travels through Europe and America. Ele- 
mentary schools were established not only in 
the large centres, but also in many remote 
towns and villages throughout Japan, as a re- 
sult of which the whole nation quickly be- 
came convinced of the need of some definite 
form of instruction; but the first step neces- 
sary to further this object was to introduce 
some means of promulgating knowledge on a 
more extensive scale than could be attained 
by the hand-printing press, and as a result of 
the great and rapid increase in the demand for 
books the more up-to-date methods of print- 
ing were introduced. At the start the pub- 
lishers gave their attention to books describ- 
ing the habits, customs, geography and his- 
tory of Western countries; translations of 
scientific works, such as medicine, law, etc. 
As schools multiplied the publication of text- 
books increased, until they took the lead over 
all other classes of literature. 

Owing to the ever-increasing demand and 
the interest which the Japanese people take in 
popular works, two firms—the Hakubun-Kan 
and the Kinké-dé—aided by modern proc- 
esses, commenced the publication of cheap 
editions of works by popular authors. The 
first start in this direction was made fifteen 
years ago. Commencing business with a very 
limited capital, a gentleman, who now holds 
a position on the directorate of the first-named 
concern, issued a bimonthly review having for 
its title A Collection of the Writings of Cele- 
brated Men. This publication was made up 
of clippings taken from other periodical pub- 
lications or from the reports and transactions 
of various societies, the proprietor profiting 

y the absence of any law regulating literary 
Property. This took enormously with the 
Japanese public, and by judicious and inces- 
s = advertising tended to considerably lower 
the prices of books, in some instances to one- 
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fifth of. their original price. Mr. Yamada 
paid a high tribute to the work done by this 
propagandist. He said: “To him is due a 
large part of the work done in recent years 
for the propagation of knowledge among the 
Japanese people, carried on by more than a 
dozen reviews, including The Sun, the queen 
of papers in Japan, which has a circulation of 
from 75,000 to 100,000.” 

The firm known as Kink6-d6 is larger than 
the concern just referred to, and owes its 
success to the publication of school books. 
For the want, however, of suitable and cheap 
European paper, Japanese paper, as well as 
Japanese hand methods of bookbinding, are 
still employed for school books. However, 
two companies, Fouji and Senju, have been 
founded, which are gradually replacing for- 
eign paper by a similar paper made in Japan. 
Turning to the value of the annual sale of 
books, Mr. Yamada considered that the sum 
of £480,000 might be taken as the average at 
the present time, half of this amount being 
derived from the sale of educational books. 
As to the number of works published, it 
would appear that this varies between 1800 
and 2700, the number of copies of each not 
exceeding 5000. 

In Japan there are two sorts of arrange- 
ments between authors and publishers. Un- 
der one form the author sells directly to the 
publisher at a price that varies from about 
fourteen cents to $1.75 a page for miscella- 
neous books, and from $1.75 to $2.50 for 
school books; under the other the author gets 
from 8 per cent. to 20 per cent. on the pub- 
lished price, according to the number of cop- 
ies printed. Publishers, however, do not 
generally favor the latter arrangement, the 
reason being that the success of a book of 
this nature depends very largely on the per- 
sistent care that the publisher must take in 
order to get it admitted by the authorities. 

Passing to the booksellers, Mr. Yamada said: 
“T have founded a company with two pub- 
lishing booksellers for the sale of Japanese 
and foreigr books. According to our usage the 
publisher grants to the bookseller a reduction 
of 15 per cent. to 30 per cent. from the full 
published price, and the limit of credit is two 
or three months. There are five or six large 
booksellers to whom many publishers give the 
special privilege of acting as intermediaries 
between themselves and the small booksellers 
of certain provinces in exchange for an ad- 
vance of funds. Two-thirds of the publica- 
tions thus pass through one or two commis- 
sion agents before reaching the hands of the 
reader. 

“For the sale of foreign books we have at | 
present only one firm of any importance, 
Maruya, of which the organization is very 
defective. The slow arrival of the books de- 
manded is always the object of complaints on 
the part of clients.” 

The booksellers and publishers of Tokio, 
numbering some 300 and 100, respectively, 
have formed a friendly society. Each year the 
society gives a banquet to which all the book- 
sellers in Japan are invited, thus affording an 
excellent opportunity for a general exchange 
of ideas. 
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FILING INVOICES. 


For many years we have used an invoice 
book (250 pages) for preserving invoices, and 
find it a convenient method for ready refer- 
ence. 

The objection to this plan is the multipli- 
cation of these large books. It would be a 
convenience and saving to all booksellers and 
stationers who use this method if the name 
of the firm were placed close to the top of the 
invoice. If this were done a page of the ordi- 
nary invoice book, 12x16, would accommo- 
date from twenty to twenty-five invoices, in- 
stead of an average of eight to a page by the 
present fortn of bill-head. 

I enclose a slip from one of Ginn & Com- 
pany’s invoices which gives you my idea of 
the heading I have in mind.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


It is with great regret that we learn of the 
death of Robert Proctor, the eminent English 
bibliographer. Mr. Proctor was on a vacation 
tour in the Alps and was last known to stop 
at the Taschach hut (8000 feet) above Mittel- 
berg in the Pizthal on the night of September 
5. The next morning he started alone to 
cross a glacier pass full of risks for a single 
traveller. The presumption is overwhelm- 
ingly strong that he perished within a few 
hours after leaving the hut. Mr. Proctor was 
born at Budleigh Salterton in 1868, and was 
a graduate of Corpus College, Oxford. His 


. first work was the history of the early printed 


books at the Bodleian on lines originated by 
Gordon Duff. In 1893 he joined the staff of 
the Department of Printed Books at the Brit- 
ish Museum, and in the revision of the later 
volumes of the catalogue the old titles of the 
15th century books were largely rewritten by 
him, and he was responsible for the very com- 
plicated heading “Liturgies,” in the rearrange- 
ment of which, as well as the details, he 
made notable improvements. Among his 
Erinted works are a remarkable “Index to the 
Early Printed Books in the British Museum, 


with Notes of those in the Bodleian Library ;” 
“Jan van Doesborgh,” “The Printing o; 
Greek in the Fifteenth Century,” and an index 
to Naumann’s Serapeum, three publications 
which he prepared for the English Bibli 
graphical Society. Mr. Proctor’s loss will b 
keenly felt wherever the history of earl; 
printing is studied. 


Tue Ricut Hon. WILLIAM Epwarop Hart- 
POLE Lecxy, the well-known writer, died in 
Dublin, October 23. Mr. Lecky was born in 
Dublin, March 26, 1838, and was graduated 
from Dublin University. From the first Mr. 
Lecky devoted himself to literature, his first 
published work, “Leaders of Public Opinion 
in Ireland,” being published anonymously 
while he was still an undergraduate at Trin- 
ity College. Between 1860 and 1875 Lecky 
wrote much for the reviews, principally treat- 
ing of historic topics in a new light or dis- 
cussing contemporaneous political movements. 
His most important work, as it is also the 
most voluminous one, is “The History of 
England in the Eighteenth Century.” His 
next most important work, “Democracy and 
Liberty,” was published in 1896, the year in 
which he became a member of Parliament for 
Dublin University. Among his other publica- 
tions are “History and Influence of the Spirit 
ot Rationalism in Europe,” “The History of 
European Morals from Augustus to Charle- 
magne,” and some poems. His last book was 
“The Map of Life.” 


ALBERT DrespDEN VANDAM, well known as 
the author of “An Englishman in Paris.” etc., 
died in London, October 26. Mr. Vandam 
was born in London in March, 1843, and was 
the son of Mark Vandam, District Commis- 
sioner for the Netherland State Lotteries. 
He was educated in Paris, where he lived the 
greater part of his life. During the Franco- 
German war he corresponded for several 
American newspapers, and after living in 
London for ten years he became Paris corre- 
spondent for the London Globe. This posi- 
tion he held for five years, until 1887, when 
he settled in London, where the rest of his 
life was spent. Among Mr. Vandam’s works 
were the book mentioned above, “My Paris 
Note-Book,” “Frenchmen and French Man- 
ners,” “Undercurrents of the Second Em- 
pire,” “A Court Tragedy,” “Amours of Great 
Men,” etc. 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


FrepericK Die_MAN, the well-known artist, 
was recently appointed Professor of Descrip- 
tive Geometry and Drawing at the College of 
the City of New York. 


It is reported that Mr. Morley’s fee for 
writing his “Life of Gladstone” was $50,000. 
Mr. Morley gave three years of his life to the 
work, during which time he examined over 
300,000 documents. 


Lewis Hinp, who revolutionized the Lon- 
don Academy seven years ago, has resigned, 
and is succeeded by Teignmouth Shore, who 
for some time has been connected with the 
Times Supplement to the “Encyclopedia 
Britannica.” 
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CuarLes Burr Topp, author of “A General 
History of the Burr Family,” “Life and Let- 
ters of Joel Barlow, LL.D., Poet, Statesman, 
Philosopher,” etc., wandered into police head- 
quarters in Washington, D. C., on October 
28, in a dazed and delirious condition, and 
was sent to St. Elizabeth’s Asylum for the 
Insane. 


Tue betrothal is announced of Israel Zang- 
will, the novelist, and Miss Edith Ayrton, 
daughter of Professor W. E. and Hertha 
Ayrton. Miss Ayrton has written stories for 
Lippincott’s, Westminster Gazette and other 
periodicals and journals. Her mother is said 
to be the original on whom George Eliot 
modelled the character of Mira in “Daniel 
Deronda.” 





BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 


Oscar WEGELIN, 29 West Forty-second 
Street, New York, has just published his 
bibliography of early American poetry, is- 
sued during the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries. Mr. Wegelin has been at great 
pains to make his work as complete and as 
correct as it is humanly possible to make a 
bibliographic work, concerning which the quo- 
tation from Goethe, given on the title-page, 
is very pertinent, namely, “so eine Arbeit 
eigentlich nie fertig wird... Man sie fir 
fertig erklaren muss, wenn man nach Zeit 
und Umstanden das Mdéglichste daran gethan 
hat.” But one attempt of this kind has ever 
been made, if we except the catalogue of the 
Harris collection, and a few other private 
catalogues, and that was issued as an appen- 
dix to Kettell’s “Specimens of American Poe- 
try,” published in Boston in 1827. Mr. Wege- 
lin’s work therefore will be of the greatest 
value to those interested in early American 
poetry. The volume contains about 450 titles, 
most of them “lined,” giving evidence that they 
were transcribed from original sources, about 
167 of which are of anonymous origin. The 
author regrets that the broadsides represent 
only a small part of his collection, as many 
are now irretrievably lost or are where they 
cannot be found at this late day. He has 
also, wisely we think, excluded hymn books 
and mere translations. The volume contains 
an index to anonymous titles not catalogued 
as such, and five facsimiles of title-pages—of 
The Tenth Muse,” 1650; “Poems on sev- 
eral occasions by Aquila Rose,” 1740; Wig- 
gleworth’s “The Day of Doom,” fifth edition, 
1701; “Poetical Meditations” of Roger Wol- 
cott, 1725; also Wiggleworth’s “Meat Out of 
the Eater,” fourth edition, 1689. (88 p. 8°, 
bds., $3 net.)
